— Led by four black mem- 
bers of Congress, about 2,000 marchers re- 
traced a historic path across a bridge to mark 
the 30ih anniversary of the "Bloody .Sunday" 
voting rights march. 

The marchers included Coretta Scott King, 
Martin Luther King III and Rep. John Lewis, 
who wos beaten bloody by troopers during the 
fint march. 

Earlier, two of the men who led the original 
march received keys to the city from the may- 
or— then a segregationist, now an ally of 
blacks. 

On March 7, 1965, white lawmen beat and 
gassed hundreds of marchers trying to cross 
Edmund Pettus Bridge. Footage of the beat- 
ings ran on national television, sparking out- 
rage and leading to passage of the landmark 
Voting Rights Act, which outlawed literacy 
tests in many Southern states.

steps of the state Capitol in Montgomery. 

On Sunday, a cold rain fell on marchers 
gathering outside the National Voting Rights 
Insiitutc to walk once again across the bridge 
named for a Confederate general. The group 
also planned to moke the 54-miIc journey to 
Montgomery for a rally on Saturday; about 
100 of them will walk. 

"It’s gratifying to sec all the changes that 
have occurred and to see the number of black 
registered voters and black elected officials in 
the state of Alabama," said Lewis, a Georgia 
Democrat. 

Still, there was little sense that the battle 
has been won.

Nghio and Darla Nguyen set aside their 
worst fears and held firmly to cve^ wisp of 
hope. Now they’re busy preparing for their 
son’s homecoming today. 

“We’ve ordered a crib. Wc ore overjoyed 
that he gets to come home, it's a day wc'vc 
been woiting for for so long,” said Mrs.

Since his birth Oct. 27, Ryan has more 
than doubled his weight to 14 pounds-plus, 
and he's quick to smile at visitors at Legacy 
Emanuel Hospital in Portland.

Cancer drug’s use for M>Qrtions_% controversy 


. A drag developed to cure cancer may well 
cnd.up os an important weapon for abortion- 
rights advocates fighting to keep abortion a vi- 
able alternative. 

The drag, rpethotrexate, has been used for 
41ycars in the treotmcnl of various cancers, 
including leukemia os well os for iheumatoid 
arthritis and psoriasis. Now some doctors are 
using it for abortions, and sevoul trials involv- 
ing hundreds of women around the country ore 
either completed, near completion or in the 
offing. 

“I think there will be a conservative govern- 
ment and consemtive Supreme Court," said 
Dr. Richard Hausknccht, a PaA Avenue, New 
York obstetricion-gynccoiogist. "l think 
methotrexate will change the playing field and 
moke it more difficult to rcstriet abortion." 

Hausknecht, a longtime atertion-ri^ts ad- 
vocate, caused a stir iW fall when he^loied 
.that he had used methotrpxate, which works 


by attacking rapidly growing cells, In conjunc- 
tion with misoprostol, which stimulates con- 
tractions and expels the embyro, to perform 
126 abortions. Using the drugs was not illegal 
but was done without opproval of the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration or in conjunc- 
tion with Q hospital. Now he sa^ the FDA 
granted him an Investigational New Drag per- 
mit, allowing him to conduct a clinical trial. 
He says he hopes to use the drag combination 
on 2,000 women in several centers ocross the 
country. 

In the meantime, a researcher in Pittsburg 
Dr. Mitchell Creinin, says next month he will 
announce the results of his Study using the 
drug combination on 300 women. In a staler 
study published in October in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, Creinin 
found the combination woricedon28 of31 pa: - 
•tients and had minimal side efifccts.

Because methotrexate is used for 
several diseases, presumably o doctor 
could proscribe 'it without the social 
stigma attached to cither RU-486 or o 
surgical abortion. 

"I think for some women, 
methotrexate will be os important os 
birth control pills were to women 30 
years ago,” said Alexander Songcr, 
president of Planned Parenthood of 
New Yorit “It could get abortion out 
of a high-tech environment and could 
lead to the dc-medicalizing of abortion. 
... It will also go a long way toward 
solving the problem women have ac- 
cessing abortion, e^xxblly in rural ar- 
eas or in places where there is exces- 
sive anti-abortion activity."

Blood, vengeance and betrayal 

Loyalty between 2 loners dissolves after mail bombs kill five people 


'VICTOR. N.Y. (AP) — For n 
decade, theirs was a masicr-scrvam 
relationship of two loners with trou- 
bled pasts. But whatever loyalty 
existed between Michael Stevens 
and Earl Figlcy dissolved in a har-c 
ofblood. vengeance and betrayal. 

Stevens, S4, an inteasc, manipulative 
man, goes on trial Monday in U.S. 
District Court in Rochester, charged 
with unleashing mail bombs that killed 
five people, including his girlfriend's 
mother, sicpfatlicr and sister. 

And Figley -> a harmless-looking 
alcoholic who did whatever Sicveas 
asked, from cooking his meols to 
allegedly picking up u $225 case of 
dynamite using a phony Vermont 
driver’s license — will be the star 
' prosecution witness. 

- This is the stoiy he is expected to 
tell; 

' Slovens' father, a grocer, often 
"beat him severely. The cfTects were 
'.easy to sec: He fidgeted, had difli- 
'.|culty concentrating and suffered a 
' 'nervous breakdown in his teens. 

; ' Aflcr spells as a music promoter 
' ‘and cabdriver, he ran a scries of 
small-time scams. His computer dat- 
•;'ing service attracted dozens of com- 
'‘plainis in five states, and a coupon 
advertising scheme drew him 20 
■ months in pri.son. 

His tendency to mouth ofT during 
his 1987 fraud trial didn't serve him 
well behind bars. An inmate 
smashed his jaw. 

Just out of prison, Stevens met 
■' Brcndn Lazorc Chevere at a wed- 
: cling. He was trouble, for sure, her 
"relatives say, and they knew it 


immediately; they say he Ihrcatcned 
them several times. But she, too. 
evidently had a temper —• once, she 
slashed Stevens in the forehead with 
a pair of shears, 

Prosecutors say Stevens' anger at 
Chevcrc's American Indian family 
was obsessive; he felt they excluded 
or slighted him. And at the end of 
1993, Figley said in his 43-page 
statement, Chevere was threatening 
to leave Stevens and take their 2- 
year-old son, Noah. 

After 0 pleasant Christmas Day 
dinner with Chevere's mother. 
Eleanor Fowler, and 15-ycar-old 
brother, Jonathan, Stevens decided 
•"he would have to stop them 
(Chevcrc’s family) from supplying 
her witli money or a place to live,’,' 
Figley said. 

Figley, 57, said he thought 
Stevens had disposed of the dyna- 
mite he bought for him in Kentucky 
that summer. But he said that when 
they delivered the packages on Dec. 
27 and Dec. 28, 1993 — by taxi, pri- 
vate courier and U.S. mail —he real- 
ized thL*y were bombs. 

One of them blew up in the face 
of Mrs. Fowler at her home in West 
Valley, 30 miles soutli.of Buffalo. 
Another killed her hu.sband, Robert, 
and a co-worker. Her daughter, 
Pamela, and a boyfriend were 
slaughtered while baking pies in 
their kitchen in Rochester. 

Her brother, William, suspicious of 
the bundle mailed 350 miles to the St. 
Regis Indian Reservation near Canada, 
opened it outside his house with a rake. 
The blast threw him 15 feet, gouging 


his legs. Shrapnel killed his dog and 
injured Ins 'son. who was standing in 
the doorway. 

Two bombs intended for another 
daughter and her husband failed to 
detonate or were intercepted by 
police. 

Hours after the bombings, around 
midnight, police drove down the 
winding, dirt road to Chcverc’.s 
backwoods home. They wanted to 
make certain she wxs all right, to ask 
if she knew why her family had been 
t.'irgeted and check on Stevens. 

Stevens, a short, pudgy man with 
glas-scs, answered the door in his 
pajamas. He appeared nervous and 
upset and. at first, didn’t want to 
accompany Chevere to nearby 
Rochester to possibly identify a 
body. Advised that the grieving 
woman could do with some moral 
suppon. he relented.' 

Just then, Figley poked his head 
out of the bo-scmcnt. Stevens told the 
detectives he'd forgotten his friend 
was visiting. Figley stayed behind to 
mind Noah, but later agreed to come 
in for questioning. 

Initially, police treated Stevens 
and Figley as potential victims or 
witnesses. But suspicions intensified 
as information from Chevere’s sur- 
viving relatives and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Fircamis fil- 
tered in. 

Investigators noted Figley ’s dis- 
figured face. He lost his right eye 
and a chunk of his brain in a 1958 
car crash in Michigan. And when 
they a.skcd the former .science 
teacher for identification, he pulled 


out a red wallet. 

Through the night, they were 
interviewed casually in separate 
rooims. 

By daybreak, confronted witli evi- 
dence that a look-ulike with a 
droopy eye and a red wallet was 
seen in Mount Vernon, Ky., buying 
dynamite that mulched an tincxplod- 
cd bomb, police say Figley admitted 
helping Stevens deliver half a dozen 
bombs by taxi, private CQU.tier and 
U.S. moil to Chevcrc's fomil'y. 

“We confronted Earl with things 
that we knew and. eventually, I 
think he realized we had enough on 
him so he might as well cooperate,” 
said William Barnes, a. homicide 
detective renowned for ferreting out 
confessions. 

In return for a 20-ycar scnicnceol 
a minimum-security prison. Figley 
pleaded guilty last month to conspir- 
acy to mail dynamite sticks and 
shrapnel packed in fish-tackle boxes 
with intern to kill. 

But Stevens’ lawyer, Peter 
Pullano. contends Figley orcliesirul- 
cd the attack and said prosecutors 
have “shown that tlicyTl deal with 
anybody to try ond gel evidence.” 
including four inmates who allege 
Stevens tried to enlist them last year 
to kill Figley. 

If convicted. Stevens could get 
multiple life sentences. Tlie 33-ycar- 
old Chevere still visits him in jail 
and lives at their redwood-sided 
house in u cicoring at the end of u 
private road bordered by woods.

TVimming budget fat marks 
end of living high off the hog 


The best evidence ycl lhat genuine 
change has occurred in Ihc culture of 
Congress came recently when various 
subcommittees of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee approvctfmorc than 
S17.5 billion in spending reductions - 
real cuts, in this year’s budget, not phony 
promises > in more than 100 federal 
spending programs. The revolution is far 
from complete - indeed, those spending 
reductions might not get past the Senate 
and some might face a presidential veto. 
But the attitude in the House Appropria- 
tions Committee has changed. 

The rest of the nation’s capital is in 
shock. 

As wc have noted repeatedly, most oC 
the time, when politiciaas in Washington 
talk about “spending cuts,” what they 
mean is a slight reduction, two or three 
years from now. in projected spending in- 
creases. The federal budget always 
comes with spending projretions for die 
next five years, with almost all spending 
projected to be higher each year. So a cut 
in projected .spending has traditionally 
be en called a “spe n ding cut" even when 
it means that spending next year will still" 
be higher than it is this year. 

What House Appropriations subcommit- 
tees approved, however, were rescissions - 
cuts and, in some ca.scs, outright elimination 
- in spending programs already approved 
for the Fiscal Year 1995 budget. Those ac- 
customed to the old way of doing things are 
shocked, but unable to do much more than 
. sputter. "1 think it's Just unconscionable, it’s 
reprehensible," said Democratic Rep, Louis 
Stokes of Ohio. “What they want to do is 
make war on the kids of this countiy to pay 
for the capital-gains tax cut," said President 
Clinton. 


(If the president were as smart as he’s 
reputed to be, of course, he’d welcome a 
capital-gains tax cut. Every capital-gains 
tax cut in recent history has led to in- 
creased federal revenue, not less. But we 
digress.) • 

The fascinating thing is that the nega- 
tive comments don’t seem to cow this 
new majority. House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Bob Livingston of 
Louisiana calmly responded to rhetoric 
about "kamikazes" and “extremists": 
"These programs have simply not 
worked. The American people want us to 
try something new." 

For all the shock, what the House Re- 
publicans have done is modest in scope 
tind should be followed by more serious 
cuts. In terms of a federal budget of about 
S1.6 trillion, they have cut just a tad more 
than I percent. The watchdog group Citi- 
zens Against Government Waste identi- 
fied some 1,400 spending projects total- 
ing $10 billion in outright pork - pro- 
grams put in to trade favors among legis- 
lators - in the 1995 budget -While the 
cutti ng so far h as cho pped some of that 
waste, ifTias barely serinclie'd'nie'surracc. ' 

While much remains to be cut before a 
true revolution can be said to have oc- 
curred, what the House Appropriations 
subcommittees did last week is almost 
unheard-of in modern times. House 
members will be in for plenty of heat 
from special interests and the Washing- 
ton establishment; It wouldn't hurt if con- 
stituents let them know they approve - 
and informed their senators that if they 
torpedo these cuts they won't be return- 
ing to their cozy little debating society.

n»c orrivol here in January of the Re- 
publican congressionol majorities rqrarted- 
ly coincided with a surge in demthid for 
dry martinis at the better sort of bars. And 
the day Congre.ss convened, meal topping.s 
outsold vegetable loppings cight lo one at 
Domino’s Pizza stores, twice the ratio 
recorded whqp Democrats controlled 
Congress. 

So Republicans are gin-.swilling comi- 
vores. This docs not require revision of 
slercot}rpcs. But the image of Republicans 
will be radically altered if Pennsylvania ■ 
Sen. Aricn Specter wins the party's presi- 
dential nomination. 

Will he? Consider just one of many 
problems. The Republican nominating 
electorole, which is more conservative than 
the party as a whole (and the party is more 
homogeneously conservative than ever), is 
not apt to nominate one of the six Republi- 
can senators who opposed Prcsiiknt Rco- 
ganls oomination-of Robert Bork to the ■ 
Supreme Court.. Do Republicans remember 
that? Many do;,tl)c'rest will be reminded. 

Why is Specter mnning? Russell. 

Kansas, already is represented in the race. 
(Specter grew up in Bob Dole’s home- 
town.) And be is not even the first Jewish 
Pennsylvanian to seek a presidential nomi- 
nation. (You have forgotten the 1976 at- 
tempt by Gov. Milton Shapp, a Democrat?) 

Specter is running because he thinks he 
can win by rescuing Republicans from ' 
what he calls "the fiingc," meaning sup- 
porters of the two Pats - Robertson ond 
Buchanan. But if Ihe menace is. as Specter 
describes it. "ihc far right 5 percent,’’ how 
mqch rescuing docs the other 95 pereent 
need? 

So far. Specter has all to himself the 
constituency of Republicans for whom 
abortion rights is ilic only issue. Perhaps 
he should wonder more than he seems to 



about why he has that group to himself. 
Speaking to The New Republic’s Ruth 
Shalil, an excitable Specter aide exults, 
"Forty-three percent of Republicans in 
New Hampshire say they will vote for a 
pro-choice candidate. ... If we gel 43 per- 
cent of the vote, where do wc finish. ... 
That’s right! We're first! By big num- 
bers." 

But what The Boston Globe poll actually 
said is that 53, not 43 percent will be 
“more inclined" to vote for a candidate 
who favors abortion rights. That inclina- 
tion is a weak reed on which to rest a can- 
didacy. 

The theory undergirding Specter’s candi- 
dacy is that the way to become political 
liglitning is to begin as a political lightning 
bug. The campaign will practice "niche 
marketing" of Specter to pro-abortion sin- 
gle-issue Republicans in Iowa and New 
Hampshire while the other candidates, all 
pro-life, splinter the right-to-life coa- 
stitucncy. Then when Specter becomes one 
of the three survivors of those first two 
slates, the campaign will strc.ss Specter the 
crimebuster, Ihc former prosecutor and dis- 
trict attorney who wants more prisons and 
busier death chambers. 

A campaign memo oullinipg Specter’s 
glittering prospects stresses things like: 60 
percent of Florida’s Republican voters arc 
relirc6s from Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and New York; and Ohio. Michigan and 
Illinois ore “large industrial stales rimilar 
to Pennsylvania," and in California's 1992 
Republican Senate primary “a moderate" 


only narrowly lost to “a right-winger." Not 
persuaded? Here arc two more reasons not 
to be. 

First, few Republicans who favor abor- ' 
tion rights really think those rights arc in 
peril. The Sypreme Court as currently con- 
slilulcd will not overturn Roc v. Wade, and 
if the court ever did. thereby restoring 
abortion to the status of a practice states 
could regulate, regulations probably would 
reflect the current majority support for ba- 
sic abortion rights. When Republicans con- 
trolled the Senate for six years in the 1980s, 
they brought to a vote only the mildest 
constitutional nmendmcnl pertaining to/ 
abortion (it would not have proscribed 
abortion; it would only have permitted 
stales to set their own policies) and it fell 
18 votes short. 

Second, the implied premise of Specter's 
campaign is market failure— supposedly I 
the Republican political market is inexpli- 
cably not supplying (tomuthing ("moder- 
ate” presidential candidates) for which ’ 
there is strong demand. Actually, throng 
war by which the party was riven, the war 
that divided the party in 1912 between ad- 
herents of President Tafl and former presi- 
dent Roosevelt, is long since over. It was , 
the war between conservative Republicans 
and prpgressivc/Bull Moosc/libcral/Rockc- 
fcllcr/moderatc Republicans. 

It almost scemi that there have been 
more names for the species of Republicans 
that Specter is courting than there currently 
arc members of the species. However, he is 
going to test the “moderates in the wood- 
work” theory, the notion that there arc lots 
of stay-at-home modcrotcs>^iting for 
their sort of fellow. The rcsulnsvstpt to be a 
theory slain by facts.

Canadian Airborne Regiment, 
v^hosc international peacekeeping 
efforts were tarnished by' a tawdry 
^erics of courts-mortial and disgust- 
idg hazing rituals, marched into his- 
tory Sunday. 

. The 660-man regiment, with roots 
in Canadian units that Jumped into 
_Normondy_in^rld War H, paraded 
for the last time and retired its col- 
ors. corrying out orders from 
Defense Minister David Colicnettc 
to disband. 

The men, all volunteers from 
other infantry units in the Canadian 
Forces, expect to return to their orig- 
inal units. Ottawa has decided that 
some type of airborne capability is 
still needed, but hasn't decided what 
for it will take. 

Gen. John de Chastelaln, chief of 
staff of the Canadian armed forces, 
said a new parachute unit will be 
formed in the near future. 

“The Canadian Airborne soldiers, 
past and present, can be proud of 
their achievements," de Chastelain 
said in a statement read to the troops 
in one of the final ceremonies. 
•■Today, 1 solute them." 

• The beginning of the end for the 
airborne was March 1993 in Belet 
Huen, Somalia when Somali teenag- 
er Shidanc Aronc was beaten to 
death while in the custody of 
Airborne Regiment soldiers.' 

Testimony at a dozen courts-mar- 
•- tial portrayed a. regiment riddled 
with discipline problems, soldiers 
■“wilh“ned^azfTcanTng's“ariaicadcrb^ 
who. even if they did not condone 
violent behavlbr, did not stop it. 

Upon return from its U.N. mission 
to Somalia, the airborne was hit with 
another series of scandals stemming 
from home videos .showing regimen- 
tal hazing ceremonies. Canadians 
were sickened by televised scenes of 
soldiers making violent, racist com- 
ments' and eating vomit and fcccs 
during rituals. 

As one controversial revelation 
after another cascaded through 
Canadian newspapers and across 
television screens, Canada's politi- 
cal leadership overruled the military 
, hierarchy and ordered the airborne 
disbanded. 

"We arc reducing anyway,” Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien said in a 
recent AP interview, referring to 
new cuts in defense -spending which 
will reduce the forces to a mere 
60,000. “Wc felt that it was the right 
thing to do."

Mrs. Veyrat said she is bracing for 
the flood of reservations thot tradi- 
tionally accompany the announce- 
ment of a new three-star restaurant. 

Veyrat, 44, moved from the 
mountains of Savoy back to his 
birthplace of Annecy, ot the foot of 
the Alps, in 1985, and to his pew- 
hotel-restaurant on the shores of 
Lake Annecy three years ago. 

Set menus range from 300 to 950 
francs (S60-190), while ordering a lo 
carte costs from 450-850 francs 
(S90-170). 

Veyrat revels in creating cuisine 
that reflects his Savoyard surround- 
ings, with his specialties including 
"raviolis de legumes sux sentcurs 
des alpoges" (raviolis stuffed wiih- 
corrots, turnips and other vegetable^ 
and seasoned with Alpine herbs), 
and “omble-chevolier des lacs Savo- 
yards” (a delicate, trout-like fish 
caught in Lake Annecy). ■

Aimed with metal 
detectors, coin 
hunters can happen 
upon a small fortune

JEROME — Eight hours in the hot sun 
is a nickcl-and-dime propositioo^for 
Mike Sullivan. 

Not that he’s complaining. 

"You never know what's out there," 
said Sullivan, packing on othcrwordly 
contraption (hat looks like a prop. from n. 
particularly bad episode of “The Outer 
Limits.” “You never know where you're 
going to find a 1921 Mercury dime." 

"You never know where you're going 
to find a 1914 penny, either,” explained 
Jnck.Radtkc of Twin Falls, who at 81 
has moiled for copper from here to the 
Sun Belt and back again. 

"If y ou fo und a '_P’ prjii^ 'SF,' ihat_ 
was only worth about 6 cents at the time. 
But if you found a 1914 'D' well.that 
was 32 bucks.’” , . 

Sullivan and Radtkc arc pcnny-pick- 
ers, dimc-drcdgcrs, seekers after the 
wealth that ordinary mortals leave piece- 
meal in parking lots. 

Packing metal detectors, they traipse 
through sagebrush, around cow pies and 
over anthills looking for liny treasures 
that time forget. 

. For coin-hunters, you sec, the world is 
one big couch, and it's their job to look 
under all the cushions. 

. "You can find som^ valuable coins 
from time to time, but nobody 1 know is 
really in it for the money,” said Louis 
Molhlenbrink, 73, of Filer, who been 
packing a metal detector for 30 years

Now if coin-hunting .sounds like a nce- 
dlc-in-thc-haystack proposition, you 
don’t know the half. The yield is a nickel 
or a dime for a mile of trail, unless you 
know where to look. 

And_i£-y.ou-do,-Chahces arc some- 
body’s been there first. 

“Parks arc good,” Radtkc explained. 
“Except quite a few people go over them 
with metal detectors every year." 

Not to say that you can’t find coins in 
the darndcst places, Sullivan, 39, who 
works for the Idaho Transportation 
Department, sometimes goes back to a 
stretch of roadside where he's been dur- 
ing the week to check for coins on the 
weekend. 

"If it’s a place where somebody's slid 
off the road ... well, maybe." he said. 

Homesteads — especially abandoned 
ones — arc legal tender traps. But 
derelict shanties arc few enough and far 
enough between in this country that most 
have been scoured thoroughly for tips. 

On top of that, flying in the face in 
Western. prerogative, you have to ask 
somebody permission to look in most 
places. 

"There arc fewer coins around than 
there used to be, and if you look on fed- 


eral land, you have to operate under their 
restrictions," Mohlcnbrink explained. 
"That doesn’t mean you can’t keep the 
coins you find, but it does mean you 
have to ask first."

Still, coin-losing is not going oul ’of 
style., and as long ns it doesn’t, coin- 
hunting probably won’t cither. 

"Most people look at somebody’s yard 
and figure there could never be coins 
there," Mohlcnbrink said. “You’d be 
surprised." 

All it takes is a sturdy pair of walking 
shoes, between 2,000 and 10,000 dimes 
to invest in a metal detector, and a old 
screwdriver with the business end 
pounded flat. 

The screwdriver’s for digging up 
coins; the metal detector works through 
probes that locate metal.up to 18 inches 
beneath the surface. 

"It’s like slicking an toe pick in the 
ground," Mohlcnbrink explained. 

The more sophisticated metal detec- 
tors can pick up different kinds of metal 
— gold, silver, popper — and thus pre- 


vent you from doing the fool’s-gold 
shuffle like Walter Huston in "The 
Treasure of the Sierra Madrc." 

“There’s a lot of iron oxide in this 
volcanic soil around here,” 
Mohlcnbrink said. "It can surprise you 
sometimes.” 

Although coin-scekers are still around 
the Magic Valley in volume, they're not • 
in the numbers they used to be. Only a 
few stores, such as Twin Falls' Idaho 
Coin Galleries, .still sell metal detectors. 

“We used to have ^club here, but a lot 
of the members kind of drifted away.” 
Mohlcnbrink said. “But you still sec us 
out at the Filer fairgrounds." 

The fairgrounds — traversed each year 
by thousands of pairs of Dockers with 
holes in the pockets and tight jeans into 
which another dime cannot be squeezed 
— is the mother lode of loose change. 

‘it’s pretty good if you get out there 
after the fair," Mohlcnbrink said. "And 
if not many other people have gotten 
there first." 

No matter. There's a gold real or dou- 
bloon waiting somewhere with every 
coin-tracker's name on it. 

"It would be nice to find some gold 
coins,” Sullivan allowed. "Bui I've 
found quite a few valuable coins, and 
I’m gonna keep them." 

Isn't that ‘21 Mercury dime for sale? 

"Nope," he said. "I'm a collector."

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - The 
hbttc.st driver on the Win.ston Cup 
circuit.

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High tech has almost surpassed 
timber as Oregon’s top industry 


The Associated Press 

HILLSBORO. Ore. — By the end of 
this year, this farm town at the flat 
heart of the Tualatin River Valley will 
become the bridge between the 19th 
and 21st centuries, from evergreen for* 
cst to the "Silicon Forest." 

Outside a quiet Main Street little 
changed since the 1950s lie acres and 
acres of new campus-style corporate 
porks sporting the logos of the world’s 
computer and electronic^ leaders: Intel, 
_.FujilsuJ^EC andJckironu 

By the end of 1995, these high-tech 
- manufacturers and others like them arc 
expected to employ more Oregonians 
thon the timber industry for the first 
time. 

Intel is spending S2.2 billion on a 
new plant over the next decade, the 
largest single industrial expansion pro- 
ject ever planned in the United States. 
The computer chip maker already is 
the largest single employer in Oregon. 

Intcgrotcd Device Technology Inc. 
has announced an S800 million expan- 
sion project near the new Intel site. 

Both Intel and IDT ore based in San- 
ta Clara, Colif., pioneers in the fabled 
“Silicon Valley.” But both have been 
migrating to an area west of Portland, 
nicknamed the "Silicon Forest," to in- 
vest heavily in their future production 
capacity. 

The timber industry has been in de- 
cline since the cariy 1980s, when a ma- 
jor recession cut back on construction 
and left loggers with a huge surplus of 
uncut trees. 

By the time the economy recovered 
and loggers were woridng in the woods 
again, scientists declared the northern 
spotted owl a threatened species and a 
federol judge decided to protect (he 
bird by closing down vast tracts of 
Northwest forest for more thon three 
ycarSr 

Although a Clinton administration 
forest management plan approved lost 
year has liRed the logging ban, other 
changes in the timber industry, includ- 
ing modernization of mills and shifting 
export and import markets, have con- 
tributed to reductions, 

Paul Warner, the state economist 
for Oregon, predicts the timber in- 
dustry will horvest 400 million 
board feet next year, just onc-tenth 
of the peak production of 4 billion 
feet in 1988. 

About 54,200 people worked in the 
timber industry in Oregon last year, 
compared to a^ut 51,300 working in 
the computer and electronics indus- 


tries. Before tlie end of 1995, certainly 
by 1996, those figures will exchange 
places, Warner said. 

By the year 2000, he projects lumber 
ond wood products will account for 
20.8 percent of total manufacturing 
employment in Oregon compared to 
27.7 percent for high technology. In 
1980, it was 32:4 percent for lirnbcr 
and 21 .8 percent for high-tech jobs.' 

Warner says timber always will be 
on important part of ilie state's econo- 
my, with Oregon occounling for 7.5 
-percent- of the nation’s wood products 
jobs last year. 

. .. By. comparison,, he, predicts Oregon 
will provide only 1 .3 percent of the to- 
tal jobs in high-tech industries nation- 
ally by the year 2000. 

Still, the Amcricon Electronics As- 
sociation says Oregon already is home 
to more high-tech companies than any 
other state except for the two giants, 
California and Massachusetts. 

Most arc clustered around Hillsboro 
in Washington County, where Tektron- 
ix set up shop about 40 years ogo and 
eventually built the first portable oscil- 
loscope. 

Tim Thorstcinson, a Tektronix vice 
president, compares Uie era to the days 
of the pioneers. The company had to 
do everything, from making its own 
tiny metal screws to scooping up sand 
to make glass. 

But all that has changed, with rapid 
growth coming after the Portland area 
attracted enough manufocturers and 
suppliers to begin spinning off smaller 
companies. 

“Now we don't need to make our 
own printed circuit boards," Thorstdn- 
son said. "1 think from a high-tech 
standpoint wc have o critical mass 
now." 

But the expansion may exact a price 
on the area's quality of life and boost 
• ddnand for water, olwoys a scarce re- 
source in the West, bcpausc the popu- 
lation is outgrowing the water supply 
and making silicon chips is a thirsty 
business, 

Doug Johnson, who owns the 127- 
year-old Hillsboro Pharmacy, foresees 
the same kinds of problems with the 
environment, escalating real estate 
prices and irafilc that forced companies 
out of California. 

“I kind of get jaded because 1 don’t 
realize how much wc take for granted 
about the small-town feel of Hills- 
boro," said Johnson. He wonders how 
the city will prevent “the high-tech 
business from completely swallowing

Timber towns change to survive loss of logging

OAKRIDGE, Ore. — In the ruins of a mill 
complex that once employed 600 people. Bob 
Adkins lakes scraps of cc^ lumber and turns 
them into garden planters, bird houses and 
shavings'for pet bedding. 

A former logger and mill worker turned en- 
trepreneur, his Wilderness Wood Products is 
the kind of business that Oakridge and other 
timber towns are counting on to rebuild their 
economies. 

“Our logging jobs are gone and our mill jobs 
ore gone, but there is still a heck of a lot of in- 
dustry out there and a muliibiliion-dollar mar- 
ket and we ore going to be players in that,” said 
Adkins. “My message is, change doesn’t have 
to be bod.”

Oswald looks at things from a pure- 
ly geological pcrepcctivc. In his mind, 
the only pertinent issues arc whether 
he can find oil — which he calculates 
at about a onc-in-cighi shot — and, if 
so. whether he can produce it. 

“What I've got is a geologic struc- 
ture sitting here that hasn’t been 
drilled,” Oswald said in an interview. 
“It's somctliing that should be drilled. 
In any other place in the world, it 
would have been drilled long ago." 

- This is the same outlook Oswald 
took into the oil fields of Libya and 
Iran during a career that sparuicd three 
decades with Chevron Corp. Oswald, 
who admits to being “70ish," look 
early retirement from San Francisco- 
based Chevron during the oil bust of 
the mid-1980s.

Why not? Oswald answers.

Blast’s spade 10 goes to South's 
queen and South can count*^ 
least 11 winners if the club suit 
runs. He might win even more if 
the opponents discard poorly or if 
he has luck in diamonds. 

What happens when he tries to 
run the clubs? He cashes his 
queen, leads to dummy's ace and 
West's discard brings trial and' 
trouble. It's too late to develop 
other plans and South's visions of 
many overtricks melt to one un- 
dertrick. 

How should South guard 
gainst a bad club break? Assum- 
ing no defensive error, it costs 
nothing to delay the run of the 
club suit in fawr of firat devdpp^ 
ing a sure winner in diamonds. M- 
. ter winning the first spade, South 
should cosh his two top diamonds 
and lead a third round. If the club 
suit were to run, he would be able 
to claim 12 tricks. When it breaks 
badly, he can still claim nine. He 
wins two spades, one heart and 
three tricks in each minor, infi- 
nitely better than going one down. '

The problem with hunting, as a 
sport, is that it*s not competitive. A 
giiy with a shotgun squats in a swamp; 
an unarmed duck with an IQ of maybe 
4 flies overhead; the guy blasts the 
duck into individual duck molecules. 
Where is the challenge here? Where is 
the contesf! 

Fortunately, I have a solution. It 
— eomr-to me -ns I was reading -the foil 
1994 issue of Global Gas Turbine 
News, which was sent in by alert read* 
er Joe Bom. On the off*chancc that 
you don't subscribe. I should explain 
that Global Gas Turbine News is a 


publication written by, and for, Mar* 
tians.

Sounds good to me! I say we show 
our support for this cause by holding a 
moss rally and chanting catchy slogans 
(“Whaf do we want??” "Research to 
determine optimum blade loading, in- 
cluding ...”) 

Anyway, the big article in the fall 
issue is headlined "Bird Ingestion Into 
Acro-Engincs.’’ The article concerns 
efforts by engineers to deal with the 
problem of birds getting sucked into 
jet airplane engines during takeoff and 
night; this can damage the engine, and 
even make the plane crash. Also it is 
no picnic for theJiird. 

. So according to the article, engi- 
neers are always trying to develop 
mdic-bird-resistnnt jet engines. To test 
thehc engines, they have dcvcloj>ed 
here's the good part — A gun that 
shoots ducks. When I sny "a gun that 
shoots ducks," I don’t mean “a gun 
that shoots AT ducks.’’ 1 mena “a gun 
that you load an actual duck into 'arid 
shoot it out the end, like a big feath- 
ered bullet." Engineers use the gun to 
shoot ducks at test aircraft engines so 
they (the engineers) can see what hap- 
. pens.

The article states that, before being 
shot, these duck's are “humanely 
killed."

TWIN FALLS — Dermatolo- 
gist Dr. Thad Scholcs has a uin- 
ning bed in his office, but he 
wouldn’t recommend it. 



“It’s primarily for psoriasis 
patients who haven’t responded 
to other treatments,” Scholcs 
-said. “And they use it with the 
very clear understanding that 
there's a risk.” 

They’re a distinct minority. The number 
of tanning beds in the Magic Valley, as in 
the rest of America, has exploded in the 
past two years. 

“I remove an average of two skin cancers 
a day, and so docs my partner," Scholcs 
said. "And they’re not all on 75-ycar-old 
farmers. More and more, you'll find them 
on 40-year-old , 30-ycar-old , 20-year-old 
people, and more and more of those people . 
have been to tanning parlors." 

The trouble with tanning beds — actually 
long, horizontal booths with a series of 
bulbs in the top that emit ultraviolet light 
— is the same as the trouble with the sun, 
whence ultraviolet radiation comes in our 
little comer of the universe. 

Ultraviolet, which is actually a form of 
light energy the human eye can’t detect, 
can cause skin cancer, and the longer the 
exposure, the greater the risk. 

"The fact that people arc exposing them- 
selves to UVA (ultraviolet-A) radiation in 
tanning booths concerns me, but it also 
concerns me that there’s very little regula- 
tion." Scholcs said. "If they happen to 
change the bulbs before you step inside, 
you’re going to get a higher dose. And 
there arc very few establishments that arc

going to make you leave when your time’s 
up.” 

A regular dose of UVA, combined with 
the inherent cancer risk of living in a high, 
largely cloudless desert, can make a cus- 
tomer of a tanning parlor a prime candidate 
for melanoma or basal-cell carcinoma, Sc- 
holcs said. Either kind con kill you. 

“But it’s like talking to a brick wall." 

Proprietors of local tanning parlors — 
there arc now 15 in the Magic and Wood 
River valleys — insist that they’re sensitive 
to the risks of ^in cancer, and that they’re 
careful. 

“I won’t let my customers stay in the 
beds longer than is safe," said Sharia 
Bessire. who runs The Retreat, tanning and 
beauty salon in Burley. "And while some 
salons have a latch-key program tliai lets 
customers to come back any time of day 
and os ofien as they want to use the beds, I 
won’t do that because I don’t think it’s 
safe." 

But Bessire concedes that regulating ex- 
posure to UVA is difTiculi. 

“Sure, it’s possible to get burned in the 
beds,” she said. “We try to control it so that 
maybe someone starts out with 12 minutes 
and works their way up. But if you’re in 


there 30 minutes, you're going to got 
burned; that’s why we recommend 20 as 
the limit.” 

She added that the next generation of tan- 
ning beds will be safer and more sophisti- 
cated. 

"And there are some health benefits as 
well as .risks," Bessire said. ‘Tlcliolherapy, 
which is the same benefit you would get 
from sunshine. Ls helpful for psoriasis and 


Most of her customers aren't much con- 
cerned with cither the health benefits or po- 
tential risks of UVA radiation, though; 
tlicy're afier a tan. 

"We get people who are going on cruises 
who come in to get a uin before they leave, 
and high school studpK who want to get a 
tan before the senior prom. Our customers 
range from 1 1 to 75, although we prefer 
that anybody under IK has parental con- 
sent.” 

Bessire’s typical cusjomer is a woman 
between 16 and 40. She gets 20 minutes in 
a tanning bed for $4.20 — S3. 50 if she's a 
high school or college student. A 10-visit 
package — enough for a dark tan under the 
powerful WoliT lamps — goes for $28.30. 


The Retreat and other tan- 
^ ning salons also sell a .scries of 
lotions that arc supposed to en- 
hance the tanning process. But 
not sunscreen. 

"There arc three kinds of ul- 
traviolet light that comes from 
the sun,” Scholcs explains. 
"The atmosphere, thank God. 
blocks out the ultniviolct-C. ul- 
Iraviolct-B is the kind that 
gives you a sunburn, and they 
used to think that was the bad 
kind since ultraviolet-A didn't 
seem to cause the same damage. 

"But further research has shown that 
UVA does damage too, only on a deeper, 
cellular level that’s less apparent." 

None of which makes much of an im- 
pression on the average Idahoans until he 
shows up at the doctor's office with a ma- 
lignant lesion on.his nose. 

"The fact of the matter is that if your 
ancestors were from Scandinavia or 
Britain or northern Europe, and you have 
fair skin and light-colored eyes, you’re • 
more susccptible’lo skin cancer." Sc- . 
holes said. "And the effects are cumula- 
tive. so that if you spend time in the sun 
without sunscreen and then go to a tan- 
ning parlor, you're more likely to get 
skin cancer as a result." 

The sun, and the tanning beds that fill in 
the gap when the cloud.s roll in. are still 
seen by too many people us nature's ulti- 
mate beauty aid, Scholcs said. In fact, 
they’re the opposite. . 


"The sun and tunning beds can give you . 
cancer." he said. “They can also make you 
look older. Skin that’s exposed to ultravio- 
let light wrinkles much sooner than skin 
that isn't."

hunter knew that, every time he 
.fired his gun, he would immedi- 
ately have to dive headfirst into 
the swamp muck, or else run the 
risk of getting hit by a deceased 
mallard traveling at upward of 
170 miles per hour. 

At this point, you probably have 
a couple of questions, namely: 

Q. Would such a program be 
safe? 

A. Naturally, before wc started 
shooting ducks at actual human 
beings, wc would coriduct safety 
tests in which wc would fire a 
wide variety of waterfowl at hu- 
manely selected scientists from 
the Tobacco Institute. 

Q. Would this program pose a 
national security threat to the 
president of the United States, 
who sometiiqes demonstrates bis 
personal masculinity by shooting 
birds? 

A. This would not be a problem, 
because the president is protected 
by Secret Service agents chosen 
specifically on the basis of their 
willingness to, in the line of duty, 
step in front of a duck. 

Q. What about deer hunters? 
Can we use the some technology 
to 'make their sport more excidog? 

A. Tragically, at (his time wc do 
not have a gun capable of accu- 
rately firing an animal the size of 


a deer, although I would strongly 
support a project to develop one, 
using, as test ammunition, hu- 
manely sedated Tobacco Institute 
scientists. 

But until wc perfect a deer gum 
wc can go with an interim solution 
suggested by a Jan. 12 article in 
the central Pennsylvania Centre 
Daily Times, written by Jcrilynn 
Schumacher and sent in by alert 
reader Paul Dietzel. This article 
concerns efforts by the Pennsylva- 
nia Army National Guard to help 
a group of endangered animals 
colled "fishers," which are de- 
scribed as “house-cat-sized mem- 
bers of the weasel family" (I am 
not making any of this up). The 
article states that, to feed some 
fishers in a remote area, “Guards- 
men dropped 17 frozen, road- 
killed deer and 100 pounds of 
dead, smelly fish from a Chinook 
helicopter as it flew 50 to 150 feel 
above the ground," 

1 can think of few events that 
would add more “zing" to a hunt- 
ing expedition than the possibility 
of being squashed like a plump 
gun-toting grape by the frozen 
carcass of a mature, fish-encrusted 
deer (or, if there arc any left over, 
a Tobacco Institute scientist). 

If you're as excited as l am 
about using the National Guard 
for this purpose next deer season.

For high-profile women, 
clothes drive conversation K

Clothes may make the man, but 
frequently they arc a woman's undo- 
ing. 

Judging a woman solely on her 
appearance supposedly went out 
with drog-by-lhc-hair courtship, But 
you need only glance at the televi- 
sion screen or flip through a news- 
paper to sec that '90s women arc os 
mucli captives of their sanorial trap- 
pings as their corsct-wcaring, bustle- 
adjusting counterparts of a century 
Ago. 

Just ask first lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, who geared up for her 
health-carc initiative only to read 
laments about her schoolgirl head 
.bands and frumpy inaugural outfit. 
Or O.J. Simpson prosecutor Marcia 
Clark, whose shapeless perm and 
minidresses garnered almost as 
much pretrial commentary as the 
runaway white Bronco. Her col- 
league Leslie Abramson, of 
Mcnendez trial fame, was so fed up 
with media observations about her 
kinky tresses that she complained 
last year. "When was the lost time 
you licard anybody talk about a male 
defense .ittomey's hnii7" 

Ihc answer — with the exception 
of a few asides about Robert- 
Shapiro's flashy suits — is rarely. 

And (here's a reason for it. says 
Lisa Cunningham, a New York 
City-based image consultant. 
Almost SO years after women 
entered the postwar work force in 
significant numbers, "there still is no 
set business dress standard for 
women.” while men benefit from the 
security of a tried-and-true uniform: 
light shirt, dark suit. Because of 
men's more limited, sutic wardrobe. 


changes in their clothing usually 
make a general impact, not a specif- 
ic one — “You look sharp" rather 
ihan “Is that a NlcoJc Miller lie?”. 

Women, however, arc dealt a dou- 
ble whammy: Not only must they 
walk a delicate, uncharted line that 
avoids being too buttoned-up or too 
provocative, but they must also 
expect any changes in their style — 
positive or otherwise — to be a topic 
of conversation. Competent women 
arc criticized as shallow if they do 
themselves up — and dismissed as 
frumpy if they don’t. 

"In a perfect world, image 
wouldn't matter,” says Jennifer 
Maxwell Parkinson. prc.sidcni of 
Look Consulting International, an 
image-consulting company in New 
York City. "But in the real world, 
your clothes dictate a message, 
whether you like it or not.” 

In Clark’s case, it's been a garbled 
communication at best. Before the 
trial, a Phoenix focus group griped 
that she looked too abrasive arid 
unapproachable in her bright suits, 
stiletto heels and skirts so shon even 
Judge Lance .Ito commented on 
them. Clark responded with a shiA 
to a softer haircut and pastels, but 
that wasn't enough to satisfy the 
author of the worst-dressed )i.st. Mr. 
Blackwell, who urged her to lower 
her hem to just above the knee. 

On the first day of opening argu- 
ments, Clark still hadn’t gotten her 
oct together. "Now the problem is 
everything is too tight — her 
clothes, her hair,” says Parkinson, 
singling out the prosecutor’s frilly 
feminine blouse for particular scorn. 
"A Peter Pon lace collor is so incon- 
graous with what she's trying to do. 
It takes her power oway — you look 


at her and say, 'When did she buy t 
that, 1979?’ " The two messages 
Clark's hair and clothes were send- 
ing — that she was tightly wound 
and weak — belied the deliberate, 
purposeful words that came out of 
her mouth. 

Clinton, on the other hand, has 
deftly crafted a public image that 
manages to be smarl-Iooking'lbQ*^ 
eminently dignified. Ditching (he 
dumpy outfits that camounuged her 
pear-shaped figure but did little to 
enhance it, Clinton shortened her 
skirts slightly and lengthened her 
jackets for an elegant and flattering 
silhouette.

DEAR PAULA: Could you 
review Beauty .For All Seasons in 
one of your future newsletters?

DEAR CATHERINE: I am 
familiar with Beauty For AH 
Seasons but have not had o chance 
to review their products. Tlicy arc 
on my list ond I hope to get to 
them soon. Their comments about ’ 
glycolic acid, that the percentage 
given for AHA products is not a 
precise reflection of what you arc 
gelling, has some validity. 

The percentage of any AHA 
product is not an exact number; it 
is an opproximation based on for- 
mulation. The pcrcentoge is o 
guideline, nothing more. What we 


know is that the higher the per- 
centage. the more likely the AHA 
product can exfoliate the skin. 
The lower percentages work only 
as moisturizers. 

Their other claim, that the 
"grade" or quality of an AHA 
ingredient cannot be identified by 
the label, is true but misleading. 

How can the grade of any cos- 
.ntetic ingredient be identified on a 
■ label? 

If a company says they use a 
better grade, there is no way to 
verify that claim. It might sound 
good to say "Wc use better ingre- 
dients." but without details it is 
only an unsubstantiated assertion. 

In previous brochures Beauty For 
AH Seasons extensively described 
their use of Eugene Von Scott's 
prccedcnt-sciting work with AHAs 
and glycolic acid. In fact, everyone 
who uses glycolic acid has to pay 
Van Scott licensing rights, because 
he holds the patent on the ingredi- 
ent. Even’though Beauty For All 
Seasons complains about other peo- 
ple's use of glycolic acid, what they 
ignore is that it is probably all the ' 
same stuff.
